DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

During a telephone interview on August 6, 2003 with N. Stephan Kinsella 
regarding the restriction of claims 1-36, applicant's representative has elected without 
traverse claims 1 1-23 group II, pertaining to a vertical cavity surface emitting laser 
(VCSEL). 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 1 and 20, 

Applicant has failed to particularly define the structural limitation "features", 
thereby the claim is vague and indefinite. 

Regarding claims 12,14,15,19,21 and 23, 

Applicant has not defined the structural limitations "anti-reflection rows", 
"triangular cross section" and "arbitrary cross-sections"; it is not clear within the claim 
language how these features provide anti-reflection. 

Regarding claim 20, 

Applicant has failed to provide the necessary structure to obtain an array of 
VCSEL, thereby the claim is incomplete. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 11,12,14,15,19,20,21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kish, Jr. et al (PN 5,837,561). 

Figure 7 illustrates a vertical cavity surface emitting laser (VCSEL) having a 
substrate (103), laser layers (101), where the laser layers are illustrated in figure 3A and 
described as two semiconductor DBR and an active region between the DBR layers. 
The substrate (103) includes a feature on the back surface, which provides redirecting a 
portion of the laser beam in a nonparallel direction. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13,16-18,23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kish, Jr. et al (PN 5,837,561) in view of Gaylord et al.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

The use of different etching techniques to obtain a structure, which provides 
scattering on different materials as dielectrics, semiconductors and metals is notoriously 
well known in the art, as described by Gaylord et al in the abstract. 



The following prior art has been considered pertinent to applicant's invention but 
has not been relied upon, Ishida et al PN 6,562,644.
